Dissenting Opinion of Judge Hinton, of the 
Supreme Court, 

RicuMonD, Va., December 1.—Judge Hin- 
ton’s dissenting opinion in the Cluverius mur- 
der case was filed this evening in the. su preme 
court of appeals. It contains seven or eight 
hundred words, and embraces a general roview 
of the case, The points on which the judge 
hinges his dissent from the opinion of ether 
members of the court are: ~id 

1. That the court erred in discharging Juror 
Larke, who, in response to questions propound- 
ed by the court, expressed views as to what 
sort of circumstantial evidence he would require 
to convict. 

2. The court erred in admitting as evidence 
the so called Laura Curtis letter, which was 
an invitation to Miss Madison to spend, some 
time here, _and which was proved to 
have been forged by the de- 
ceased and used to account for her absence 
during the period of her “lying in,” and the 
judge asserts that it was not proved that the 
prisoner had anything to with itor any knowl- 
edge of it. 

2. That a corpus delict had not been estab- 
lished with a certainty required by law. He 
did not think that the murder had been proved 
by the evidence, nor that the motive for it had 
been shown. 

Judge Hinton also inclines strongly to the 
suicide theory, and in his concluding remarks 
SAYS: 

“In any respect in which we may contem- 
plate the few aggertained facts in this case, 
they are certainly not absolutely inconsistent 
with the innocence of the accused of the crime 
of murder,” 


THE WEST CARROLL OUTRAGE.IS 


The Affair the Result of Bad Feeling Among 
the Farmers. 

NEw ORLEANS, December 1.—Governor 
McGrery has issued a proclamation offering a 
reward of $1,000 for the arrest of the perpetra- 
tors of West Carroll outrage, and calling upon 
all good citizens to hunt them down. 

The States this evening published an inter- 
view with Newland Holmes, resident of Chicot 
county, Arkansas, adjoining West Carroll par- 
ish, in regard to. the matter. Holmes 
stated that the whole affair was the result of 
personal feeling between Simon Wilkowski and 
farmers in that section. Wilkowski, he said, 
came into West Carroll with his brother Julius 
just before the late war. They were Israelite 
peddiers from Poland. They would make 
their headquarters at the Davis plantation and 
eventually began to feel much at home* 
Davis died just before the close of the war, and 
Julius married Mrs. Davis, from whom he was 
divorced a few years afterward. A daughter 
of Mrs. Davis, then seventeen years of age, 
showed some disposition against Wilkowski and 
her mother sent her off toa convent. Return- 
ing from the convent she married Simon, the 
hero of the present case, and her unfortunate 
representative. The two brothers at once ab- 
sorbed the interest of the Davis plantation and 
established their country store near Caledonia, 
There they began their systematic plans of -se- 
curing confessed judgments. By these means 
they secured powerful political influence. The 
scenes in West Carroll were but the result of 
an uprising of the people against the wrongs 
under which they have suffered for the past 
twenty years.

ALABAMA’S GOVERNOR. 


inauguration of Governor Seay at Mont- 
gomery. 

MonTGoMERY, Ala., December  1.—Hon. 
Themas Seay, who was elected governor of 
Alabama, in August, was inaugurated today in 
the presence of the general assembly and a 
large eoncourse of people. His address was de- 
livered from the porch of the state capitol and 
the cath of office was administered directly af- 
terwarcds. 

The governor pronounced himself squarely 
in favor of federal aid to education in the state 
declaring that the gencral government had put 
on the suffrage in Alabama an enormous load 
of ienorance in the shape of colored voters and 
should come to the state’s as- 
asistance in educating such voters. A bill is 
now pending in the legislature appropriating 
£10,000 fora monument to Alabama’s confed- 
erate dead, The governor questioned the wis- 
dom of erecting monuments in commemoration 
of civil strife, -but aside from that 
he emphatically opposed any expenditure 
by the state for a monument to the dead 
until the wants of the needy survivors should 
be amply provided for. This declaration by 
the governor will, it is thought, kill the bill. 
On the subject of public roads he favored a 
constitutional amendment to provide a county 
tax for the employment of _ skilled 
superintendents and labor. He saw no 
way to avoid competition between convict la- 
bor and free labor. The convicts, he said, 
should not be forced to any kind of labor that is 
fatal to life, nor should the state fail to seek 
reformation of the convicts whose youth or na- 
ture, whose crimes, justified the expectation that 
they would reform. He believed the fee 
system of paying solicitors should be stopped 
and emple salaries substituted. He spoke at 
length upon other matters of state interest. 

At night a grand inaugural ball was given at 
the Exchange hotel. Governor Seay was a 
private in the confederate army. 


MORRISON TELLS WHY 


The People of His District Left Him at 


Home. 

WasnHIncton, December 1.—In an interview 
with a Post reporter, Colonel Morrison, who 
arrived in the city tonight, said: 

“There is just the same necessity for tariff 
legislation now that there was in the first ses- 
sion of the present congress. In fact it is more 
urgent, as we approach the time when there 
will be no debtto which we can apply the 
surplus revenue.” . 

In reply to a question as to the passage of his 
tariff reform bill, Mr. Morrison said he had no 
reason to believe that the views of the members 
of the house bad changed since they refused 
last session to consider the bill. His own inm- 
pression was that those who opposed the bill at 
the last session would continue their opposition 
now, in the hope that at some future time they 
would get a revision more satisfactory to them, 
a revision in which, as in the last one, they 
would consent to no reduction of taxation un- 
less they secured a reduction of the internal 
taxes. The protectionists, he thought, would 
in time be compelled to put forward some such 
measure in order to reduce the surplus, 


REVENUE RECEIPTS. 


A Decrease of a Million and a Half as Com- 
pared with Last Year. 
Waeninctron, December 1.—Total receipts 
from internal revenue during the first four 
mouths of the present fiscal year were 338,455,- 
441, a decrease of $1,465,243 as com vared with 


‘the receipts during the corresponding period 


last year, There was a decrease of $2,743,554 
in collections from spirits; an increase of 339s,- 
477 from tobacco; an increase of $575,078 from 
fermented liquors, and an increase of 377,104 
miscellaneous jtems. The  ag- 
gregate receipts for October, 1536, 
were $1,701 684 less than hose for October, 1535, 
The decrease was entirely in collections from 
spirits, amounting to 2,019,054, There was an 
increase of $144,534 on beer, and an increase of 
$74,375 on miscellaneous items, Collections 
from. oleomargarine, during October being 
wainly from the sale of special tax stamps, were 
4,662.

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EXPERIMENTAL FARMS. 


IN CONNECTION WITH AGRICUL- 
TURAL COLLEGES. 


Commissioner Colman, of the National Agricu'tural 
GA Department in His Report to the President, J 
Shows the Progress Made in Agriculture 
and Makes Important suggestions. 


WASHINGTON, December 1.—Norman J. Col- 
man, commissioner of agriculture, has today 
submitted his second annual report to the pres- 
ident. He describes in general terms the pro- 
grees made in agriculture during recent years 
and the conditions which contribute to making 
this “the best fed nation on the globe.” He 
sets forth at length the benefits 
derived and to be expected from 
agricultural experiment stations and says: He 
has commissioned a special agent to visit and 
inspect the experiment stations in order to as- 
certain what facilities already exist in this 
country for systematic experimentation; what 
has been actually accomplished, and especially 
what are the needs for future work. There 
can be no question, he says, of the value of 
these investigations and experiments, if liber- 
ally supported and ably conducted, 
especially in adjusting to its new condition, 
agriculture dependent upon the worn land of 
the northern, eastern and southern states. 
t tations and colleges of several states are con- 
stantly urged to enlarged experimentation, be- 
yond present resources and often find them- 
selves “striking new leads,’ which they can- 
not follow, all for want of means. In nearly 
all the cases there is land enough and to spare, 
owned and immediately available. But the cur- 
rent expense of experiment work is very 
heavy. Cheap labor and appliances will not 
do. None of the colleges have means to keep 
up their educational facilities and assume new 
obligations of this extent and character, how- 
ever well recognized the importance of the 
work. Few of the states can be induced to 
make special provision sufficient for the pur- 
pose. Where state stations do not exist, and 
colleges have begun such work, it is apparent 
that turther provision is necessary for their full 
development. Hence very general interest in 
the bill now before congress “for ithe 
establishment of agricultural experiment 
stations in connection with ag- 
ricultural colleges,” and the prevalent 
opinion of its importance and desire for its early 
enactment. No measure, he says, is now pend- 
ing or proposed of -greater import or bearing 
brighter promise of deep-seated and lasting ben- 
efits to the agricultural interests of the United 
But the bill, he 
says, is not free from defects, and he suggests 
that it be amended so as to ensure the expendi- 
ture of the sum proposed to be given each state 
($15,000) in establishing or strengthening one 
efficient institution rather than by allowing*its 
distribution among several institutions, fail- 
ing to realize desired purpose in any 
of them. He also holds it to be 
highly important that a provision be made in 
the bill for a central station or office, at. Wash- 
ington, to receive, criticize, digest, edit and con- 
solidate the results obtained at the various sta- 
tions and periodically promulgate the same in 
a form suited to popular understanding and ap- 
plication. Already the over-taxed clerical foree 
of the department could not, he says, properly 
perform this additional labor, and a new di- 
vision with a competent chief and assistants, 
he declares, essential. 

In commenting on the work of the bureau of 
animal industry, he describes the spread of 
p euro-pneumonia and. say: 

Lvery effort possible under the existing laws has 
teen mage to locate the diseased anizaals and 
isolate all that have been exposed. It would haye 
been most fortunate if every animal exposed to 
disease and liable to contract it could have been 
summarily slaughtered, and contagion thus eradi- 
cated. The experience of all countries has been 
that the malady may be thoroughly and completely 
stumped out in this way, and that there is no other 
menns by which the boyine species can be protect- 
ed from its ravages. ° . ° ° 

With a disense of this character at Chicago, it has 
been truly said that the cattle industry in this 
country has reached its crisis. There can be no 
doubt that it will be soon and widely disseminated 
until promppt and effectual action be instituted for 
its speedy suppression. Even now it may have 
hecn scattered to some extent in the west, and the 
investigations of next year will probably bring 
other facts to light. The matteris a most import- 
ant one, overshadowing in urgency all others 
eflecting our agricultural population, and of 
vital interest to every consumer of beef, milk, 
butter and of cheese. To prevent the spread of this 
scourge, which has already greatly affected our 
foreign and inter-state commerce, additional legis- 
lation by congress is now essential. Much valuable 
work has already been done in Maryland, and the 
canger of dissemination of contagion from that 
state has been greatly lessened. No work has been 
done in the state of New York because it was evi- 
dent thatthe appropriation was not sufficient to 
secure any favorable results there on account of the 
extent of the infection. The disease also exists in 
New Jersey, Pennsylyania and Virginia, but the 
state authorities have not yet accepted the rules 
and regulations of the department for co-operation. 

| greatly regret the necessity for announcing the 
existence of this dangerous diséase over such a 
wide area, but serious results to be apprehended 
from it make it imperative that the truth should be 
known in order that such legislative action may be 
taken as is indicated by the emergency,

VALUES IN TENNESSEE.

of Farming Lands Steadily De- 
clining. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 1.—[Speeial.}— 
In the report now being prepared by Comp- 
troller Pickard for the next legislature, isa 
table showing the character and valuation of 
all taxable property in the state, the average 
valuation iF ends and the state tax levy fora 
serics of years, back to 1866, and include 1836. 
Below are the values for some of the years: 
In 1866, the total value of taxable property 

ras $214,446,211, average value $6.72. n 
1867, the value of farming lands was $155,245,- 
178; the value of town lots was $50,039,405. 
The total value had increased to $225,393,410, 
while the average value of land remained the 
same. Within the next four years the value of 
farming lands had increased to $205,876,777 and 
town lots had increased to $72,518,545. The 
price of Jand had also increased to $3.39 per 
acre. In 1875 the value of farming lands had 
gone down to $183,228,365, town lots had fallen 
to £57,500,000, and the total valuation inciud- 
ing personal property was $278,000,000. The 
average value of land was $6.74. The year 1880 
finds the total value of land $148,999,550. But 
shows an increase of $400,000 over the year be- 
fore. Town lots were valued at $46,635,550 and 
a total of $211,768,438. Land was valued at $6 
per acre, The next year shows an increase of 
$4,000,000 in the value of land $2,000,000 in 
town lots and $9,000,000 in persona! property 
making the total $225,000,000. In 1881 the 
total value of farming lands was greater than 
at any time since 1875. After 1831 the total 
value and average price of lands began to de- 
clihe. Since 1883 the bureau of agriculture stat- 
istics and miles has advertised Tennessee more 
extensively and at greater cost than ever be- 
fore, but the total value of land has dropped 
from $146,000,00 in 1883, to leas than $141,000,- 
000 in 1886, and the price per acre has dropped 
5.80 to $5.61, The personal property valua- 
tion has also decreased about $2,000,690, not- 
withstanding the total decrease of $7,000,000, 
the total valuation of property in the state 1s 
nearly $2,000,000 more than in 1883, This is 
eatised by the increase in the value of town lots 
frou #49,000,000 in 1883, toe *59,000,000 in 1 Seth.

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A FLORIDA CANAL.

New Charters Secured by a Strong Syndi- 
. cate. 


New York, December 1.—The Post says: A 
syndicate ig in process of formation to carry 
out the plas of the Atlantic and Mexican Gulf 
Canal company, which received fresh charters 
this year fromthe legislatures of Georgia and 
Florida, together with grants of valuable lands 
and waier power, The charters were is- 
sued to Governor - George F. Drew, 
Florida, and his associates, among whem ar- 
General Finley, Florida; Judge H. B. Tom;e 
kins, Georgia, and Colonel . Rogers, of the 
Georgia. Central railway. Alexander Cartis, 
Georgia, seeretary, is now in this city on busi- 
ness connécted “with the composition of the 
syndicate. Curtis today gave an account of the 
company’s project, to the following effect: 

The route of the proposed canal has been sur- 
veyed by General Quincy A. Gilmore and as- 
sistant officers of the United States engineers, 
under a regolutien of congress directing meas- 
ures “to aseertain the best water line for the 
transportation from the mouth of St. Mary's 
river, on the Aflantic coast, through Okeefeno- 
kee swamp and the state of Floaida to the gulf 
of Mexico.” The importance of the proposed 
eanal as # ational work, urged by President 
Grant in two messages to congress, in which he 
declared that valuable asthe opening of this 
great internal waterway would be in time of 
peace, its existence and custody in time of war 
would the of absolutely incalculable 
value to thy nation. The surveys made by 
General Gillmore extended over two years and 
their results cansed him to report the canal 
scheme eminently feasible. As an evidence of 
the importance of the enterprise to the country 
at large, hé stated that no less than twenty-two 
states and territories are vitally interested in 
the opening of the waterway’ 
the practical result of which would involve tke 
enormous fraflic of the Mississippi valley and 
all its tributaries, 

Genera! Gilmore stated that the products all 
along the 30,000 miles of railway aud water- 
ways, already teeming with commerce, could 
in this way be borne to safe and commodious 
harbors, and that only by this route was 
it possible to avoid heavy and_= almost 
prohibitory taxes on. commerce  necessita- 
ted by the approach to the mouth of 
the Mississippi through the Gulf of Mexico. 
The canal.im the language of the company’s 
charter, “Is to be of such dimensions as shal! 
be deemed suitable and capable of being used 
by all such boats, steamboats, tugs, barges and 
other crafi as navigate the Mississippi river 
above New Orleans.” Beginning at the mouth 
of St. Mary’s river, which forms the dividing 
line between the states of Georgia and Florida, 
it is torun through Okeefeenokee lake (which 
is to be used as the summit of level supply), 
thence to St. Mark’s, on the gulf of Mexico; 
thence it will follow the already existing 
line of waterways, which extends almost 
unbrokenly from that port to New Orleans. 
The advantages of this route will be a 
caving to commerce of heavy rates of in- 
surance, made imperative by the danger of 
pavigation in the Bahamas and reefs of 
Florida, and in the coasting service a saving in 
distance of 1,200 to 1,500 miles. Official statis- 
tics go toshoW that the average tax on com- 
merce through the high insurance, etc., over 
the present route is about $5,000,000 yearly. 
From this it would appear that deepening the 
passes at the mouth of the Mississippl by jetties, 
however great the local suceess, does not de- 
tract in any way from the importance of this 
canal, as the speeial difficulties to be. overcome 
lie in the Bahamas and Florida reefs.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., December 1.—The geo- 
logical report on the famous Warrior coal fields 
by Prof. Henry McCalley, assistant state geol- 
vpist, appeared today, containing 571 pages.

Mississippi Negroes Settling in New Homes 
Which they are Buying. 

JACKSON, Miss., December 1.—The planters 
in the central or hill section of the state of 
Mississippi have noticed with a good deal of 
uneasiness the tendency of the negroes to go 
away toward the Yazoo valley, and, in fact, 
some portions of the state have been almost to- 
tally denuded of their negro population. This 
is explained by the fact that Messrs. Wilson 
and Huntington have very sagaciously turned 
the attention of the negroes to the mild Yazoo 
bettem lands along the line of their railroad, 
between Vicksburg and Memphis, and some 
5,000 negro families have located there al- 
ready. The railroad company sells the land in 
lots to suit, at the rate of $5 an acre, in five an- 
nual payments, taken out of the crops as raised. 
The lands are principally in what was known 
as the Yazoo swamp, which was a wilderness 
prior to the time the railroad was extended 
throngh it. The character of the soil is very 
fertile and averages two bales of cotton to the 
acre. The land is heavily timbered with gum, 
oak, ask and hickory, and can be cleared at an 
expense mnging from twelve to fifteen dollars 


per acre,

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR ASK FOR 
A NEW TRIAL. 


They Allege That the Trial of the 
Not Fairly Conduc'ed-A Plea From France 
for Clemency~—The Iron Workers and 
the Knightse—Other Labor News. 


Cn1caGo, Ils., December 1.—A joint meeting 
of Knights of Labor district. assemblies 24 and 
57, which have a membership of about 60,000, 
and include all knights in this city and county, 
was held last night to takeaction concerning 
the trial and sentence of the condemned anarch- 
ists. The district assembly recently passed 
resolutions on the subject and asked No. 57 to 
indorse them. The latter body decided that 
the subject was of such importance that the 
joint session of both assemblies should be held, 
at which all Knights of Labor of Cook county 


should be represented. About 400 knights were’ 


present and the following declaration of their 
attitude on the verdict was agreed to,with only 
a few dissenting voices: 

We believe that the verdict in the recent trial 
condemning seven men to death and sentencing 
one to fifteen years’ imprisonment was an outrage 
on common justice, and an assault on free speech 
and the right of the people to peaceably assembie 
for discussion of their §grieviances. We believe 
that there is an ever-increasing sentiment among 
the common people of this country that our courts 
of justice are too frequently manipulated in the 
interest of wealth and power, and that those who 
are poor are frequently outraged in our courts in 
the name oflaw. Believing that the late trialj was 
conducted by the prosecution with malice and 
prejudice, utilizing, as it did, informers, the disrep- 
utable Pinkertons, and the perjured Gilmers and a 
bailiff who declared that he would not summon 
any one as a juror who, in his opinion, was not in 
favor of hanging, we, therefore, express the hope 
that the supreme court of the state of Illinois may 
grant a new trial, so that the ever-growing convic- 
tion among the common people, namely, that 
courts of law are only in the interest of the rich, 
may not find additional proof in this case. 

A PLEA FROM FRANCE, 

Paris, December 1.—M. Rougquet, secretary 
of the Paris municipal council, today forwarded 
to United States Minister McLane the petition 
adopted by the council on November 29th ask- 
ing for his intercession with the governor of 
Illinois in behalf of the condemned Chicago 
anarchists, 

McLane sent the following formal reply to 
the petition: 

As the petition is destined for the governor of 
Illinois, and is made with the object of sparing 
human life, I will not refnse my assistance i you 
persist in demanding it. Butallow me to inform you 
that in the present case itis useless. You can, 
without disadvantage, and with as much efficacy 
as I, address yourself direct to the executive of Lili- 
nois who alone has the power of granting pardon 
without raising any say to the accomplish- 
ment of your wishes. beg that you will rest as- 
sured that capital punishment, applicable 
in no state of union to political offensesis pre- 
scribed only for odious crimes against the public 
weal, such as murder and rape, committed under 
aggravating circumstances and with premedita- 
tion, 

In political matters, there exists inthe United 
States moderation which even profound disagree- 
ments are powerless to alter. Inthe discussion of 
great political and social problems touching 
the welfare of workers, we proceed with wide 
liberty, showing the spirit of fraternity and toler- 
ance which renders violence inexcusable and 
always prejudicial to its authors. When the ma- 
jority pronounces, every one submits. If this great 
and salutary principle of giving expression to the 
will of the majority, which forms the basis of 
American institutions, be ignored, social order, 
founded on liberty and fraternity, collapses and 
society once more falls into chaos. 

Mr. McLane, at M. Rouquet’s request, con- 
sented to transmit the council's petition to 
Governor Oglesby. | 


MEN OF GLASS. 


The Controversy Between the Manufactuar- 
ers and Blowers. 
PHILADELPHIA, December I1.—An important 
feature la: entered into the controversy be- 
tween the green glass manufacturers and the 
b'owers over the abolition of the apprentice 
system, On Monday night, meetings of the lo- 
cal assemblies of glass blowers were heid in 
Clayton, Millville, Salem, Woodbury, Williams- 
town and Glassboro, N. J., when it was decided 
that they would not strike as ordered by the 
executive board of district assembly No. 149 
Knights of Labor, but would rather surrender 
their charters than do so. These blowers are 
working with apprentices and under a reduc- 
tion in wages of 5 per cent. According to the 
agreement entered into with the manufacturers 
some weeks ago, the representative charters 
of six assemblies were sent to General 
Secretary Charles H. Litchman, at the general 
headquarters in this city yesterday. It is 
stated that these assemblies propose forming a 
new association and in the future they say that 
they will not allow any one to work in a New 
Jersey factory who has violated the agreement 
made at the compromise settlement last month 
with employers, On the other hand officers of 
district assembly 149 declare that these blowers, 
numbering between 500 and 600, will be ostra- 
cised and blaklisted by all members of the 
league in good standing and will not be allow- 
ed to work outside the limits of their towns, 


AGAINST CONSOLIDATION. 


The Amalgamated Iron Workers and the 
Knights of Labor. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., December 1.— Voting returns 
regarding whether or not the amalgamated iron 
and steel workeis shall, as a body, join the 
Knights of Labor, are coming into headquarters 
rapidly. Secretary Martin refuses to say what 
the returns indicate, but from another reliable 
source it was learned that there is so far a pre- 
ponderating majority against connection with 
the Knights of Labor. A large number of in- 
fluential lodges have voted almost to a man 
against any such move. Some of the smaller 
lodges are inclined to identify themselves with 
the Knights of Labor, so that, to use their own 
expression “the conflict against capital can be 
more formidable on the part of labor.” While 
great body of members seem to be opposed to 
merging the amalgamated association in the 
Knights of Labor, the movement to organize in 
both unions is still going on, while these men 
do not wish to abandon the independent union 
they wish also to have the advantages derived 
from being in the Knights of Labor, 


Coal Miners on a Strike. 

PirrssurRe, Pa,, December 1.—A Coalton, 
Ohio, special says: All the Sminers in this’ 
the seventh district, 2,500 to 3,000, came out 
this moruing on a refusal {by the operators to 
grant an increase of 5 cents per ton for mining.

The president has suffered from rheumatism 
before, but this is the first attack he has had 
since he entered the white house.

A CASE OF IMPORTANCE IN SAVAN- 
NAH,

Involving the Point as to Whether the United 
Courts or the Consular Agent Should Act 
Case of Garnishmeut of Sallors’ Wages-— 

A Question of International Law. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., December 1.—[{Special.]— 
In the United States court today, a very inter- 
esting case came up on a rule nisi against 
Clerk Marion Erwin, to show cause why he re- 
fused to issue process ina certain case. The 
particulars are these: It appears that on the 
6th of September last, a seaman of the Italian 
bark Salomoric was arrested ona warrant is- 
sued by Magistrate Molina, at the instance of 
Ramon Selas, consular agents for Italy. The 
¢harge against Selas was his refusal to do legit- 
imate duty, when ordered by the master 
of the vessel, He remained 
in jail a few days, pending which time another 
magistrate issued process against the vessel for 
the alleged wages due the seamen for duties 
incident to their calling. A certificate was sent 
to Marion Erwin, clerk United States district 
eourt, for the purpose of having him issue the 
neecssary papers for libelling the vessel. The 
clerk did not comply with the request, as he 
believed, from his knowledge of the treaty ex- 
isting between Italy and the United States, 
that the federal or state laws could not, -inter- 
fere with the ease of a seaman’s wages, as it was 
expressly stipulated in such treaty that 
a matter of this nature mustbe arbitrated 
on by the consular agent. A rule was then 
issued against him for refusing to issue process, 
and he was required to show cause why he did 
not do so. The case was very ably argued. H. 
McAlpin represented the defendant and Den- 
mark Adams the respondent. Judge Speer 
stated the case as one of importance, as the pre- 
eedent would be established by his decision, 
and he therefore took the papers 
with the statement that would Jren- 
der his decision later.

pvaiced, housed, ted and clothed by direct taxa- 
bon. The ultimate result, I repeat, would be an 
cLoimous Increase in the value of farms and 
i168 along tbe lines of these macadamized roads: 
ina ihe rends themselves when built would beyond 
ccubt Leccme p ovential agencies in developing the 
recticne thiotish which they would pass by furnish- 
ing transportation tacilities scarcely inferior in 
Va.te lo well-equipped railroads. In discussing, 
Lowever, the practicability of such a plan, it will 
Le necetsary io consider the immediate and con- 
vnuce Linden of taxation it would impose, as well as 
tLe inevitable contentions which would euns1e 
Leimcen the various rections of the state, and the 
Cif erent counties thereof, and between the respect- 
ive reig hl ov hoods and roads in the several counties 
ais ic PHOity of coustruction, and asto the equit- 
i te c.simbLuiicn of this labor supported as it would 
te ly generaltaxation. But the legislature may 
Cceyv.re Or authorize some arrangement with cer- 
‘ain ccunties by which the state should be relieved 
o1 this tuxation and a portion of the convicts em- 
picyed bysbese counties in improving their impor- 
art highways. : 

‘There is, however, aplan for using a portion of 
ihe siate’s convies, to vw hich if successful there can 
Le Jew, li any objections, and which might prove, 
of much benefit to the agricultural interest of Ueor- 

ia. ; 

in view of the meagre profits realized from the 
cultivaticn of our soil, and the support which that 
li<.ustury iurnishes to every other interest, it be- 
ccmes the high duty of the state government to 
orter our agriculture by every legitimate encour- 
agement.; Witl holding any recommendation on the 
cubject, I venture the suggestion that such encour- 
agcment may be aflorded without taxing other in- 
Gtsuies or interests, and that a penitentiary sys- 
icm, tree trom serious objections, may at the same 
ume be permanently est: blished, for at least a cer- 
tain class and number of convicts. In order to at- 
icinpt the accomplishment, in one act, of both 
there cbjects the legislature mi-sht establish one 
fiTM as AN experimen, to be wo'ked by convicts, 
(czitrolled by the state, as thes> convicts are re- 
ceived ircm the present lessees, either throuzh for- 
felture, .voluntary surrende: or otherwise. 
Ii the legislature shall authorize the gov- 
ernor to act in the prem'‘ses, I shall hope 
to secure for the state a suffici nt number of these 
prisoners tosupply one such farm. Such limited 
experiment could not involve the state in much 
loss, and it unsatisfactory cou.d be abandoned and 
changed by the legislature which will meet two 
vears hence. If the resyltsh uld prove satisfactory 
udditional farms might be e:tablished in different 
sections of the staie; but in no case would I[ recom- 
nend the establishment of uch additional farms 
except as and until experie i.e should prove them 
to be seli-sustaining. The at ention of the general 
as:emLiy is especially invited to the provabie re 
suits fio follow such system if properly organized 
and if suecess should be secured by the state. To 
\ hatever extent profitable employment could thus 
Le tound for the convicts the results from the sys 
tem would be most important. 

It would at once eliminate from our penitentiary 
system the serious objections to the old plano! 
ciose confinement, and the equally grave objections 
to the present pian of leasing. 

it would confine the convicts thus employed to 
such Jabor as would least compete with the honest 
labor of the state. 

It would place the state in direct and full contro} 
of its prisoners. ‘ 

It would restore to the state the full power to en- 
force the exact punishment imoosed by the courts. 

It would place upon the state the just responsi- 
bility for guarding the hea!th of the convicts, and 
weuld confine them to the most healthful employ- 
ments. 

It would enable the state to ve! op them at all 
times according to classes, conditions, sexes, and 
fiiness for diflerent kinds of labor, and to institute 
methods for reformation with greater promise of 
SuUcCCES. 

It would make such portion of the penitentiary 
at Jeast celt--urtaining, I think, and with proper 
management, might cause it to yield a larger net 
revenue, per capita, than that now derived from 
leasing. 

But important as are these results in themselves 
considered, they become of still greater value when 
ccupled with the benefits lhat would probably ac- 
erue to eur agricullure from such experimental 
‘fa mye, 

With euch labor, uniform, certain, constant and 
under absolute control, with intelligent and prac- 
tical superintendence, aided by the agricultural 
society of the,state, and by scientific chemists, the 
experiments suggested by the agricultural Wed 
ment should be thorough, of great variety and ab- 
solutely reliable. The cost ofa bushel of grain or 
Lale of hay or of cotton, measured by days or hours 
of labor, and produced by different methods of cul- 
tivation and manuring, could be definitely deter- 
n.ined and reported. 

The relative expense and value of deep and shal- 
lor-plowing in various soils, at different seasons and 
for diflerent crops, should be reliably ascertained 
and made known to the farmers of the state. _ 

The comparative profits to be realized in various 
localities, trom various crops, fruits and vegetables 
eculd soon be known and made public. 

‘the best and most economical fertilizers for dif- 
ferent soils and crops and seasons, and the pees 
turesand methods of their application could be 
reliably determined. But experimental farming 
should not be resorted to until the farm has be- 
ecme self sustaining. ; 

‘Lhe amount o1 money requisite for inaugurating 
one farm for thirty or forty convicts, and for testing 
the practicability of such system would be smuil, as 
the operations could be conducted upon leased 
lends if the legislature should so direct; and the 
amount to be expended for maintenance and ex- 
penses during the year could, I think, be returned 
frcm the farm products, As stated above the test 
could be made in the two years to intervene before 
the meéting of the next legislature and the result 
of the trial made known. rae 

I suggest, finally, that itis impossible for indi- 
vicual farmers to conduct these needful and essen- 
tial experiments. They have neither the time, nor 
mecans, nor facilities for such tests. And it seems 
io me probable that no other kind of labor and no 
other basis for organization and operations will 
likely furnish so economical, 80 definite, so minute, 
end at the same time so vast and valuable and re- 
cuisite information and such needful aid. ae 

‘These views are the outgrowth of a careful inves- 
tigation of these important subjects, and are 
presented with profound sense of my responsibility 
to the people. And while I indulge the hope 
that the plan suggested would prove, if 
tried, both: safe and practicable, yet 
shall be glad to give such aid as the executive may 
furnish in carrying to successful execution any bet- 
ter system which the generbl assembly may devise. 
iy this limited test should be made and should proye 
unsatistactory, the tax upon the state’s treasury 
would have been very small. If the test should 
demonstrate the feasibility of the plan, it would 
heve furnished an important contribution to the 
satisfactory solution of the penitentiary problem on 
the one hand, and to the necessary encouragement 


and aid to our agriculture on the other.

William Campbell, who was brought be- 
fore a New York court, the other day, charg- 
ed with attempting to vote in another man’s 
name, appears to be a victim of a peculiar 
set of circumstances. 

Mr. Campbell informed the court that he 
resided in New Haven, where he was well 
known as a prominent prohibitionist. So

The Stone Episode. 


The Boston Advertiser is nothing if not 
analytical and emotional. It was not al- 


‘ways so. Atone period of its career it was 


studiously cold and critical, but since Mr. 
Henry Cabot Lodge has had hold of it, the 
Advertiser has become warm and impulsive, 
ifnot gushy. Commenting on the presi- 
dent’s letter to Stone, and comparing it with 
his letter to Benton, the Advertiser re- 
marks: 

The conclusion seems justified that the few re- 
publicans who still hold office are not allowed to 
express their convictions upon public questions un- 
less they are favorable to the administration; while 
democrats may speak their sentiments—always 
expected, of course,to be in keeping with the 
views of the dominant régime. Or, in other werds, 
federal officeholders may take an active partin 
campaigns—the president’s order to the contrary 
noiwithstanding—always, however, on the pre- 
sumption that thfs part will be in the line of in- 
dorsement and praise of the administration. 

That is about our conclusion, though our 
esteemed Boston contemporary gives ita 
twang which would seem to imply that re- 
publican officials ought to be retained in 
office for the sole purpose of abusing the 
president and the administration. A person 
with any conception at all of the proprieties 
ought to understand that a republican .who 
accepts office under a democratic administra- 
tion, or who, for some inconceivable purpese 
known only to the mugwumpians, is permit- 
ed to retain office, at once becomes a part of 
the administration, and it is his duty to try 
to uphold it and help it along. When he fails 
to do this he at once becomes unfit to hold 
ofiice, and should be promptly turned out as 
Stone was. 

Mr. Cleveland has been making an ex- 
tremely hazardous experiment. He has been 
honestly trying to administer a law that was 
never intended to be administered honestly 
—a law that the republicans never even at- 
tempted to administer. He has succeeded to 
some extent, because he is a strong man and 
an honest man—earnest of purpose and ener- 
getic. But Mr. Cleveland’s administration 
would be a most dismal failure indeed if he 
permitted the republicans who hold office 
under him to take the stump and endeavor 
to destroy the confidence of the people in the 
party which Mr. Cleveland represents, 

It is to be hoped that the Stone episode is 
the turning point in Mr. Cleveland’s admin- 
istration. He has made an honest effort to 
carry out the extreme republican interpreta- 
ticn of the civil serviee law, and he has met 
opposition at every point from the republi- 
cans themselves. He is no donbt satisfied 
by this time that for an’ administration to be 
thoroughly democratic, its officers, from the 
highest to the lowest, should be democrats— 
not necessarily the class of democrats that 
is always begging for office, but respectable 
democrats, who are men of standing and in- 
fluence. An honest and efficient democratic 
official is capable of satifying all the de- 
mands and requirements of civil service re- 
form, 
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IN passing resolutions of sympathy with the 
anarchist assassins and bomb-throwers, the 
Chicago Knights of Labor do not represent 
their brethren throughout the country. There 
is nothing that the Knights of Labor ought to 
bave as much interest in as in the preservation 
of peace and good order.

Itis said that Demo- 
critus lived to the age of one hundred and nine 
years, and that in the latter part of his life, for 
forty days, he lived on smelling honey and hot 
bread, Raulin relates anotifer case where fifty-two 
days of fasting took place on water-alone. The 
Medical Gazette for July, 1853, contains two re 
markable instances, one of these, a patient, 
is stated — to have lived six 
years without swallowing any food, 
the mouth being occasionally moistened with 
water, tea, or whey, which was not swallowed, but 
spat out. In the other case, which was originally 
recorded by Professor Ricei, of Turin, an inability 
to take food existed for three years. There arc 
many traditions. in all histories relating to the 
means employed by various individuals to support 
life during danger and privation. The Indians of 
Asia and Arherica, when they are bound for a long 
journey where there is a possibility of such a state 
of affairs existing, prepare themsélves for emergen- 
cies as follows; They mix the juice of tobacco with 
powdered shells in the form of small balls, which 
they retain in their mouths. The gradual solution 
serves to counteract the uneasy eraving for food, 
it having been proved by experiment that clay in- 
troduced into the stomach relieves hunger. In 
1770 a-woman living at Barmouth created consider- 
able excitement and amazement in the werld. She 
was reported to have lived for seven years and a 
half without tasting food, her lips only moistened 
with water.

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~ FOUL PLAY IN “NEW YORK. 


Women In Rags » Who Conduct Men To 
en Certain Death, 


From the N, Y. Mail Express, 

“What becomes of the people who are reported 
as missing?” an old detective was asked by a 
Mail and Express reporter yesterday at police 
headquarters. 

“Well, that isa hard question to answer, Some 
leave the country to escape their families, and 
others are killed in dives about the city.” 

“Do many return after several years?” 

“Yes, have known cases where people have 
heen missing for twenty years, where their wives 
have married again,and they have returned to 
surprise, much more than delight, those who at 
first mourned their loss. How some people dis- 

appear was explained to me several years ago in 
a case Which never became public, A young man, 
who was studying for the clergy, was standing 
one nightin front of Wallack’s theatre, waiting 
for the time when the performance should begin, 
when. a young girl, shivering in a thin dress and 
a shawl, which scarcely covered her shoulders, 
touched him on the arm and begged him for 
God's sake to give her some money, as her 
mother was starving, ari she had no means by 
which to obtain food for her. The gentleman 
to)d the girl that it was against a rule he had 
made, ever to give money on the street. The 
girl looked at him with a pitiful expression, and 
begged him, if he did not believe her story, to 
come to the house where she lived, which was 
not far away, and see for himself if the story 
she had told him of the starvation and want of 
her family was nottrue. Touched by the girl’s 
pathetic look the young man decided to follow 
her. She took him around the corner of Thir- 
teenth street, nearly to Avenue A, to a house 
with no blinds in the windows, with shutters 
tumbling from their fastenings, and with a bat- 
tered front door. Shetook him up one flight of 
stairs to a room which was utterly bare of fur- 
niture, except one broken down bed, which 
stood in a corner. Ona mantelpiece sputtered 
a tallow candle, which only gave light enough to 
show the deep darkness of the corners, 

A STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 

“She told himshe would go into the next room 
and tell her mother that a kind stranger had 
come to see her. While she was going she asked 
him to sit on the bed, which was the only seat 
she had to offer. The young man horrified at 
such poverty, and never thinking of any evil 
results to himself seated himself on the edge of 
the bed. Scarcely had he done so when two 
arms reached out from under it and seized him 
by the legs. Withall his force he could not keep 
himself from being dragged under. He threw 
himself back and attempted to grasp the edge 
of the bed, but in the position in which he was he 
could do nothing. Slowly but surely he felt 
himself dragged downwards by the powerful 
arms. As his hand slipped from one hold inthe 
bed to the other they happened to touch the 
heavy walking stick which he carried. Asa last 
resort he seized the cane and with all his 
strength thrust it under the bed. The heavy 
iron ferule with which the end of the cane was 
loaded came in contact with something soft. A 
horrible curse filled the room. With desperate 
energy the young man again and again thrust 
the cane into the darkness under the bed. Slow- 
ly the vice-like grip of the hands which held 
his legs relaxed. He made one final and des- 
perate effort and found himself free. He rushed 
down stair and from the house. When he reach- 
ed ihe corner he thought that, dishevelled as he 
was, it was impossible for him to go home. See- 
ing a policeman on the next block he went to 
him and told him of the experience he had had. 
The cfficer laughed at him and insinuated that 
he had better go home and take nothing more to 
drink. But when he found the young man was 
really in earnest, he called for help and at once 
returned to the house which the young man 
pointed out as the one in which he had been as- 
saulted. Whenthey knocked at the door it was 
opened by a man who had every appearance of 
just having been awakened from a sound sleep. 
The young man insisted on going upstairs, and 
followed by the police he rushed up and into the 
room which he had latc!y left. In it there was 
nothing that he could recognize or identify. A 
carpet cgyered the floor, pictures were hanging 
on the walls, a piano steed in one corner, and 
everything looked asif it had been revently 
oecupied by a woman of refined tastes. The 
young man was astounded by the change and 
tried to explain that he must have gotten into 
the wrong house. The police returned to their 
origina! theory that the young man had been 
drinking and again advised him to go home. 

A SEQUEL TO THE STORY. 


“There is no question in my mind that if th 
young man not been successful in bre akingaway 
from the grip of the man who held him from 
under the bed, another unknown body with 
nothing to identify it would have been found 
floating inthe river, and would have been buried 
in Potter’s Field, unknown and uncared for, 
while another one of the mysterious disappear- 
ances which so often thrill the New York pub- 
lic, would had its nine days’ run of wonder and 
then have been forgotten.” 

“Did you ever hear anything more of this 
case?”’ 

“Yes. Only a few days ago the same young 
man who had told me of his experience of four 
years ago met me and I asked him if he had 
ever, While wandering through the streets of 
New York, seen anybody whom he could re- 
cognize as the poor-clad girl who had led him 
into the house. Once, he said, only a few weeks 
ago, While walking up Broadway he had seen a 
girl beautifully dressed, and with every appear- 
ance of wealth about her, and he thought that 
an imperceptible change came over her face.

‘The couple 
passed him, and w ith them passed the last vestige 
of an incident which nearly cost the young man 
his life and the city one of its ablest ele Tgymen. 
I could recall a dozen other instances,” said the 
detective, “of men who have not been so lucky 
in escaping the traps that were laid for them. I 
have no doubt that the young Yale divinity 
student, whose body was found some three 
months ago floating in the river, met his death 
in much the same way as the young man whose 
story I have told you, and the rough clothes in 
which he was ra were put on him after his 
death. I know of a dozen other cases of people 
who have been caught in such traps in New 
York. Come rousd again some time and [’ll 
tell you about them.”
